EDITORIAL NOTES, 


N OTICE.—The Eighty-eighth Annual Meeting 

of the American Bible Society, for the trans- 

action of business, will be held in this city at 

the Bible House, on Astor Place, on Thursday, May 

12, at half-past three o’clock, p.m. Members of the 

Society and Delegates from Auxiliary Societies are 
cordially invited to attend. 


HE Board of Managers, as will be seen else- 
where, took action at the April meeting with 
reference to the Revised Version of the Eng- 

lish Bible. It was resolved to recommend to the an- 
nual meeting of the Society to amend Article I of 
the Constitution in such a way as to make it possible 
to publish the Revised Version. 


HE appeals of the officers and managers of the 
Society to its members, friends, and constit- 
uency for financial aid have not been in vain. 

It is a cheering evidence of the underlying interest 
in the Society’s work that the responses to these 
appeals have been prompt and generous. At the 
close of the fiscal year, in place of a debt, which was 
dreaded, or at best an empty treasury, we are able to 
report a balance to our credit. This is due in part 
to certain legacies which swell the legacy column 
much beyond the figures for last year, and also to in- 

_ creased gifts from the living. The cash balance, plus 
the available funds still remaining, aggregates about 

_ $74,000. Our thoughtful readers will understand that 
a society engaged in extensive manufacturing inter- 
ests needs imperatively a considerable balance on 

_ hand, and this balance is less by nearly $25,000 than 
_ that in hand a year ago. This amount enables us to 
_ begin the year more confidently than we could have 
: hoped, but the lines of labor now laid out will call for 
_ not less but more revenue during the year. Fuller de- 
i tails will be published in our June issue. It is greatly 
i encouraging to hear from the increased number of 
ee curcues whose pastors have written us announcing 
that the Society has been placed regularly on the 
schedule of benevolences. This is what is needed, 
and we thank them one and all for this assurance. 
Nor can we forget the generous gifts from auxiliaries

and the individual donations, large and small, all of 
them full of the spirit of helpfulness and faith. 


HE readers of the Record will be-interested to 
have an inside view of the British and For- 
eign Centenary which it has been the privilege 

of Dr. Ingersoll to enjoy, and which he now permits 
us to enjoy with him. The two Societies have been 
brought into the closest fellowship, such as, indeed, 
has always existed, but which now is better estab- 
lished than ever. We have pleasure in recording, 
and that from high sources, that no one surpassed 
the honored and eloquent Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James, Mr. Choate, in felicitous address at the 
Centenary.| 


URING the month of May several large ecclesi- 
astical bodies hold their annual meetings, nota- 
bly the Presbyterian General Assembly, North, 

the Presbyterian General Assembly, South (to use the 
popular but not exact titles) and this year the quad- 
rennial General Conference of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. The latter occurring thus once in four 
years, is of special importance to all the interests of 
Methodism and among these we are glad to reckon 
the American Bible Society, which by the organic 
law of the church is accounted one of its official 
agencies. Secretary Haven will be present in the 
interests of the Society at Los Angeles, California, 
where the conference meets. It is fitting, therefore, 
that the official report to the conference should appear 
in the Record. Our readers will also be interested in 
the article on Bible distribution in China. by the Rev. 
Dr. John R. Hykes, well known not only to the Meth- 
odist Church, but in missionary circles outside of 
it. To these and all other similar bodies meeting at 
this time to whom are entrusted the higher interests 
of their respective denominations, we respectfully 
extend our Christian good wishes that their coming — 
together may be richly blessed ot God. 


T is a great gratification to us to note that {the 
I two recent conspicuous writers on the Philippines, 
the’ Rev. Arthur J. Brown, D.D., Secretary of the 
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Presbyterian Board of Foreign Missions, and the Rev. 
Dr. Homer C. Stuntz, the Superintendent of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Missions in the Philippines, have both 
spoken most highly of the work of the Bible Societies 
in that land. The Rev. Dr. Stuntz in his interesting 
volume, entitled “ The Philippines and the Far East,”’ 
gives an entire chapter to the Bible Societies and 
comments especially on the translation work, and the 
work of colportage and missionary distribution which 
has been undertaken in those lands. The circulation 
has really been remarkable. The Rev. Mr. Goodrich, 
the Agent of the Society, reports for the year 1903 
the distribution of 116,000 Bibles, New Testaments 
and Scripture portions. Of coursethe larger part of 
these are Gospels in the native dialects. Dr. Stuntz 
well says: “Without the Scriptures we would be 
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powerless. Wherever our men go they find the 
ground already broken by these plowshares of truth.” 
Our cover picture vividly portrays one kind of distri- 
bution. 


HE Rev. Mr. Tucker writes us that the Protest- 
ai ant churches in Brazil quite generally observed 
Bible Sunday, he himself preaching to a large 
audience in the Methodist Episcopal Church in Rio 
de Janeiro. 


HE work in Brazil is carried on both by our own 

colporteurs and by missionaries in co-operation. 

The Rev. Mr. Nelson, a Baptist missionary from 
Manaos, has recently called at the Bible House and 
given interesting descriptions of his journey, 1.500 
miles above that point, 2,500 miles from the sea. 


REPORT OF THE AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY TO THE GENERAL CON- 
FERENCE OF THE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


eaves FATHERS AND BRETHREN: Once 
more at the close of a quadrennium the Ameri- 
can Bible Society takes pleasure in reporting 
upon its work to the governing body of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. It considers itself the servant of 
the church, and feels honored at the high esteem in 
which it has been held through all these years. Its 
work was never so far-reaching as it is to-day. Its 
Agents and colporteurs are in co-operation with the 
missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Mex- 
ico, South America, Puerto Rico, the Philippines, 
Japan, Korea, China, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, 
Norway, and Sweden. Through its auxiliaries 
and by other methods, it is in helpful touch with 
all the domestic missionary operations of the 
church, 

The office of President, made vacant by the death 
of the Hon. Enoch L. Fancher, LL.D., has during the 
quadrennium been filled by the election of the Hon. 
Daniel Coit Gilman, LL.D. The Rev. Edward Pay- 
son Ingersoll, D.D., has been elected Corresponding 
Secretary in place of the Rev. Edward W. Gilman, 
D.D., deceased. There has been no other notable 
change in the personnel of the institution during the 
quadrennium. The work of the Society is so far- 
reaching that it is impossible to describe adequately 
its movements for four years in any such report as 
would be suitable to be presented here. When one 
realizes that the Bible is “the book that makes na- 
tions,” and then allows the imagination to dwell upon 
the work which has been accomplished during four 
years of giving this book to millions among many 
peoples, the mind begins to grasp something of the 
Significance of the quiet and unobtrusive labor of this 
Society. 


The elder Society in Great Britain ‘has 


come to its centenary, full of honors and achieve- 
ments. The American Bible Society, the servant of 
the American Church, is only a little over a decade 
younger than the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
and its work has been, all things considered, hardly 
less notable. There is, however, a great need that 
this co-operative task of giving the Bible to all people 
in their own languages and dialects should be brought 
more emphatically to the attention of the church and 
received more joyously as a burden by the ministry 
and laity of the church. 

The gifts of the Methodist Episcopal Church a 


- generation ago used to approximate $100,000 an- 


nually for this cause. During the last quadrennium 
the average annual offering as reported in the Min- 
utes of the Methodist Episcopal Church has been 
$30,146. In all the figures presented in this report we 
have taken the years ending with the fiscal years 
1900, Ig0I, 1902, and 1903, as it is not possible to get 
the figures for the Society’s year ending March 31, 
1904, in time for this report. 

Its expenditures during the four years mentioned 
for all purposes have been $1,438,093.89. It foreign — 
work has cost during this period $873 768 18. Its re- 
ceipts during the same period have been : From lega- 
cies, $287,352 17; from individuals, $130,688.48; from _ 
church collections, $138,885.80; from auxiliaries, 
$138 61451; from investments, $115,883.65; from 
rentals, $73,991 86. The issues during the four years 
ending March 31, 1903, have been 6,678,278 Bibles, — 
Testaments, and Portions. 

A very considerable portion of the church collections — 
goes to the auxiliaries and comes to the Bible So- 
ciety’s treasury in New York only after the needs of 
the auxiliaries have been met. Therefore the receipts 
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from church collections as reported in our financial 
Statements never can equal or give a satisfactory 
presentation of the total gifts of the American churches 
for this cause. 

The relation of the American Bible Society and its 
auxiliaries is one of such mutual independence as 
makes it impossible for the National Society to ren- 
der an accounting of the work of all its auxiliaries. 
Some modifications of this relationship are needed 
and are being carefully considered. 


The Society had trust funds March 31, 1903, amount- 
ing to $522 120, the interest on which, amounting to 
$18,486, it has a right to use in its work. In addition 
to this there is a special trust fund the interest of 
which is not available for the work of the Society. It 
will be seen that this amount is very slight as any suf- 
ficient source of support for the Society’s work. The 
only other property owned by the Society is its plant, 
its stock of books, and the Bible House in New York 
City. The property occupied by the Society in New 
York is undoubtedly one of increasing value. It was 
erected by generous persons as a home for the So- 
ciety. While presumably not absolutely a legal trust, 
the Board of Managers feel that it is a moral trust, 
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and should be kept according to the thought of the 
donors, or, if advantageously sold, reinvested wisely 
for the same general purpose. The Board of. Mana- 
gers rightly feel that the Society would be subject to 
severe criticism if this property were seriously en- 
croached upon for the ordinary current expenses and 
benevolent work of the Society. 


From this statement it will be seen that the Society 
is dependent upon the support of the Christian public 
of America, and we cannot believe but what the 
Methodist Episcopal Church will be glad to take the 
place it occupied a generation ago in its gifts to this 
right arm of its missionary movements at home and 
abroad. As has been well said: “ No people can be 
evangelized and no church can be built up without 
the Bible. The American Bible Society in printing 
and translating the Scriptures has done for the cause 
of missions an indispensable work, which otherwise 
the other Missionary Boards would have had to do 
for themselves separately and at large expense, while 
it has done in addition a large and important work 
in the distribution of the Bible.”

MR. CHOATE’S CENTENARY ADDRESS. 


Y LORD NORTHAMPTON, LADIES AND 
GENTLEMEN: I consider it one of the 
greatest honors of my life to be privileged 

to appear before this great audience assembled 
from all the Christian nations to-night to repre- 
sent first my country and secondly the American 
Bible Society as one of its delegates. [App/ause.] 
But there is one greater than I who alone has 
the right to speak for the United States of Amer- 
ica, and I shall take as my text for the. brief 
discourse that I am privileged to address to 
you a direct message which I have received by 
cable from the President of the United States— 
the President who, no matter what heavy respon- 
sibility, no matter what serious labors may rest 
upon him, is always ready with a good word and 
a helping hand for every great and worthy cause. 
[ Atplause.] The President cables: “CONVEY TO 
THE BRITISH AND’ FOREIGN BIBLE SOCIETY MY 
HEARTY CONGRATULATIONS ON THEIR CENTENARY 
AND MY EARNEST WISH FOR THE CONTINUED SUCCESS 
OF THEIR GOOD WORK.— THEODORE ROOSEVELT.” 
[Great applause.| My Lord Northampton, tor the 
American Bible Society and in its name, I have the 
honor, in company with my  fellow- delegate, Dr. 
‘Ingersoll, to submit this address to the President,

The organizers of our 
Society acknowledged with deep gratitude the gen- 
erous gift of money and of sympathy with which 
the British and Foreign Bible Society brightened 
our first years, In all our career we have been stim- 
ulated by your faithful example. 

In recognition of the wonderful achievements made 
possible by your steady fortitude and noble devotion 
in all lands it has pleased us to designate as our 
official representatives to your celebration in March 
next, the Rev. Edward Payson Ingersoll, D.D., Cor- 
responding Secretary, and the Honorable Joseph H. 
Choate, the American Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James, to bear personal testimony at your 
Centenary of our fraternal regard and steadfast 
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confidence. We who send these greetings and sal. 
utations, recognizing your high aims and noble en- 
deavors in every domain of your activity, commend 
you to Him “‘ Whose we are and Whom we serve,”

Mr. Choate continued: And now let me say that 
the President in his hearty message of good cheer, 
and the American Bible Society in their more formal 
address, have but spoken the sentiments of the entire 
people of the United States, who have justified trom 
the beginning the cordial and hearty support which 
they have given to the American Bible Society for 
the last eighty-six years, and the good work of 
the American Bible Society. I was!/going{to say 
that the American Bible Society is your own, cff- 
spring, but inasmuch as you yourselves were only 
twelve years old when it came into action, I must 
regard you as our elder brother, and our elder 
brother it was who showed us the way, who en- 
couraged us in our small beginning, who sent us 
a grant of £500 from its treasury to start us with, 
which was a tremendous help in those days, and 
which has ever since been leading the way which 
we have been glad to follow. [Asplause.] 

Let me say one word about the American Bible 
Society. Like yourselves, it has had its struggles 
and its triumphs; like yourselves, it has an immense 
work on hand; like yourselves, it finds the demand 
far greater than the supply that it is able to meet. 
It is no small undertaking tofkeep eighty millions 
of people suppliéd with a Bible in every house, 
and that has been their ambition. And then they 
have to meet about 800,000 emigrants from foreign 
lands every year, as they land in New York and 
other parts, and I am sorry to say that they are 


not always provided with Bibles, and the Society 


has to take care ofthem. But with all that I think 
its records will show that in the past, as now, and 
in the future, it can be relied upon to do almost 
as much for foreign lands as it does for its own 
people at home. [4/f/ause.] Now this great harvest 
which this centenary demonstrates is only after all 
what has grown up from the little seed which, 
nearly three hundred years ago, your fathers and 
our fathers united in planting in the distant wil- 
derness. When the Pilgrim Fathers embarked in 
the Mayficwer in 1620 [great applause], and when 
eight years afterward the great Puritan emigration 
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from Old England to New England set in, they 
carried with them—our fathers and the brothers of 
your fathers—[cheers]—they carried with them as 
their best possession (in fact, the only one which 


was to havea lasting value) King\James’s Bible, upon _ 


which their infant state was built. It was their only 
book—their only readable book. I have read cata- 
logues of the books which some of them who were 
best off among them had, and the Bible was the 
only readable book, and that was readable to 
every man, woman, and child. It was the Ark of 
their Covenant, and really they did find within those 
sacred covers their ‘‘shelter from the stormy blast,

and their eternal home.’’ Their lives were conducted, 


their faith was all founded upon it, and having no — 


other book, you can realize how there they stood 
to find not their religion only, but their literature, their 
biographies, their voyages and travels, their poetry— 


“such as no poets have ever since produced, and | 
that magificent march of history from the beginning; _ 


and they searched and found in it the precepts upon 


which their lives were wholly conducted. 


I do not know how I can more forcibly bring” 


before you how completely the Bible was their one — 


treasure, than by describing one of the few family 
Bibles that have come down from those days to 


? 


ours, the only legacy that has reached their remote — 


~~ “ 
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posterity, It was read twice a day in every family 
by the head of the household, with all the members 
gathered about him, going it at Genesis and fin- 
ishing at the end of the Revelation, the whole 
journey being accomplished twice every year between 
January and December. Dog’s-eared? That is a 
mild term for its state! For its leaves were abso- 
lutely worn away by the pious thumbs that had 
turned them, It was really the fact that New England, 
in its first generation, was the most biblical com- 
munity that there was on the face of the earth. 
Their laws, their customs, their language, their habits 
were founded upon it, and in it they found their 
sole guide of life. Let me read a word from one 
of the greatest of their descendants, Phillips Brooks, 
that most noble product of New England culture 
[applause], himself a true descendant of their blood. 
He said worthily of them—(I could not begin to 
find language equal to his in point of expression): 

“Tt never frightened a Puritan when you bade 
him stand still and listen to the voice of God. His 
closet and his church were full of the reverbera- 
tions of the awful, gracious, beautiful voice for which 
he listened. He made little, too little, of sacraments 
and priests, because God was so intensely real to 
him. What should he do with lenses who stood thus 
full in the torrent of the sunshine?’’ [ Great applause.] 

Our New England fathers, with the Bible as the 
basis of their lives, realized that prayer of Erasmus, 
uttered a hundred years before they found foothold 
upon Plymouth Rock—a prayer which it was often 
dangerous to breathe in those early days: 

“T wish the Gospels were translated into all 
languages of all people, that they might be read and 
known not only by the Scotch and Irish (and the 
English, of course), but even by the Turks and the 

Saracens. I wish that the husbandman may sing 
parts of them at his plow, that the weaver may 
warble them at his shuttle, and that the traveler 
may with their narration beguile the weariness of 
_ the way.” 
‘Well, our Pilgrim Fathers were exactly the kind of 
men that you might expect them to have been. I 
wish you would just imagine for one moment what 
our life would be if, like them, the Bible was our 
only book: no newspapers, no weeklies, no maga- 

zines, no novels, no libraries, no school-reading of 
any kind. I only hope that we, like them, would 
find our refuge where they so safely found theirs. 
 [Applause.] In the days of their greatest poverty 
_ and distress they founded Harvard College, in order, 
= they said, that the good supply of learned and 
godly ministers might never fail, and they gave it a 
"motto which holds to this day: ‘‘To Christ and the 
- Chure ,” and, what meant the same thing, ‘‘ Veritas ” 
(Truth). And then they founded theZgreat State of. 
~ Massachusetts, which I shall not ask you for one 
‘moment to hear about. 
‘ebster says of her: ‘‘ Massachusetts, she needs no 


I can only say what Mr. - 
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Behold her, and judge for yourself.” And 
then, if you ask me what more has come of it—what 
more of those pious beginnings, founded upon the 
Bible, above Plymouth Rock and Boston—I should 
say that a very large share of tthe good which has 
been wrought out in America from the beginning was 
traceable from the beginning to their pious efforts; 
and if the common schools have found their way 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and if slavery has 
been abolished [great cheering], if the whole land 
has been turned from a wilderness into a garden%of 
plenty from ocean to ocean, if education has been 
cultivatedjaccording to the best light of each genera- 
tion since then, if industry, frugality, and sobriety are 
the watchwords of the nation, as I believe them to be, 
I say it is largely due to this people who, assisted by 
men" like themselves in London and in England, 
established themselves on the shores of America. 
Without detracting at all from ‘the great part which 
has been contributed from other shores, we say that 
that little leaven has leavened the whole lump, and 
if you ask me what the signs of the leavening of 
the lump are, I point again to the work of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society and its relation to that com- 
munity. It is liberally supported and encouraged 
by many ardent friends in every State and in every 
Territory of the Union. I point to the fame and 
influence which it has acquired in every land. I 
point to the scores of millions of dollars which it 
is gathering in for this pious use, and to the scores 
of millions of Bibles which it is always distributing, 
on the principle always of the whole Bible for the 
whole world, to all but the poorjat cost, to every 
one of the poor without money and without price. 
[ Applause.) 
Well, now, before I sit down, I should like to 
make aclaim for my country which may be a little 
surprising to this audience, and that is that one of the 
first translations from the English text of the whole 
Bible into a heathen language was made in} the 
earliest days of Massachusetts, with the great aid 
that was sent over from London. There came over 
to us in 1639 a poor divine; from Jesus College, 
Cambridge. He had there been{ distinguished for 
his studies in theology and for the study of} lan- 
guages, and when he came over to America he made 
himself busy in connection with that peaceful, harmless 
tribe of Indians who made their home in Massachu- 
setts, and tried to teach them the’ word ‘of God. 
After he had learned their language—and it took 
him about twelve years to learn—he sent jover a 
cry for help, and he got a response. The same cry 
and the same response has been going on to this 
day: “Can we to souls benighted the lamp of life 
deny?” What was the response? Why, Parliament, 
consisting then only of the Commons, I am) sorry 
to say [/aughier], they organized a society entitled 
“The Corporation for the Propagation of the Gospel 


eulogy. 
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of Jesus Christ in New England,” and the preamble 
of the act they passed in connection with this so- 
ciety is a very remarkable one, and shows how 
remarkable was the relationship which our ancestors 
bore to the Indians, to whom they held out the 
hand of fellowship. Here it is: 

‘¢ Whereas the Commons of England have received 
certain intelligence by the testirnonial of divers faith- 
ful and godly ministers in New England that divers 
the heathen natives of that country through the 
blessing of God upon the pious care and pains of 
some godly English of this nation who preach the 
gospel to them in their own Indian language—who 
not only of barbarous have become civil, but many 
of them forsaking their accustomed charms and 
sorceries and other Satanical delusions, do now call 
upon the name of the Lord... with tears lamenting 
their misspent lives, teaching their children what 
they are instructed in themselves, being careful to 
place their said children in godly English families 
and to put them to English schools, betaking them- 
selves to one wife and putting away the rest, and 
by their constant prayer to Almighty God morning 
and evening in their families expressed in all ap- 
pearances with much devotion and zeal of heart. 
Therefore,” etc. etc. 

Therefore the Commons established this corpora- 
tion to raise a fund in England for this purpose, 
and by their apostle, John Eliot, completed as early 
as 1663, or 140 years before the foundation of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society, a complete version 
of the Bible in the Algonquin tongue. Probably 
there is not a man now living who can read a 
word of it. Certainly there is not a vestige of the 
tribe for whom it was written, but it is a grand 
monument for its author, and it pointed the way 
for this Society and for the American Bible Society- 
[ Applause.) 
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Now, I cannot take up any more of your time. 
I only want to say—what is it we are working for 
as societies? Each for its own interest primarily, 
but next to that they have a greater and further 
mission, and that is to promote and advance the 
cause of civilization, of order, of religion, of peace, 
and of duty. I believe that such occasions as this 
go far in the accomplishment of that great mission. 
How far, then, is it possible to make these two great 
nations policemen to keep the peace of the world? 
[ Applause.] Some rely upon armies, and on navies, 
upon armaments, and gunpowder, and lyddite, and 
dynamite as the best guarantees for the preservation 
of peace, but sometimes these things explode when 
least expected. [Zaughter.] Others rely upon the 
slow and tortuous processes of diplomacy. [Renewed 
laughter.| But diplomacy sometimes fails, as we 
have had illustrations lately. I believe, and I think 
that the British and Foreign Bible Society and the 
American Bible Society unite in that belief, that the 
only sure guarantee of peace is the moral influence 
of public opinion. [Afp/ause.] Let each nation and 
the people of each nation who are behind the govern- 
ment ofa nation give their governments to understand 
that they are for peace, and there will be no war. I 
believe if these two nations which you and I repre- 
sent were to set the example the other Christian 
nations would follow. [4pplause.] Nothing could 
withstand such a weight of public opinion based 
upon this Book, which says nothing to the world 
but peace and good-will—peace on earth, good-will 
to men.- [4pAlause.] I believe in co-operation in 
good work—in every good work possible—between 
the people of our two countries. Why should we 
not co-operate in all good work, when we have one 
God, one Bible, one language, and one destiny? 
[Grea/ cheering, again and again renewed. |—Brit- 
ish au Foreign Bible Society Reporter. 


IMPRESSIONS OF THE CENTENARY.

)"% friends who receive the Record will doubt- 
less be interested in reading something of the 
wonderful Centennial meetings of the British 

and Foreign Bible Society in London. 

The United States Ambassador at the Court of St. 
James, the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, and myself were 
requested by the Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society to represent them on that great occa- 
sion. The days, March 4-9, are memorable not only 
because of the profound interest throughout England 
and Christendom in the growing fruitful work of that 
great Society, but also on account of its being a 
- splendid and inspiring illustration of what the union 
of Christian denominations may do in revealing to 
the world that Christians have “one Lord, one faith, 


one baptism.” We may well look to it as one of the 
most distinguished and impressive cetebrations of the 
Christian era. . 

For twelve days after our arrival in oan (Feb- 
ruary 27th) the sun did not break the clouds nor clear 
away the fog; but the world’s greatest city is used to - 
that in the spring of the year, so the heavy days did 
not depress the enthusiasm of the people. 

The first public meeting was on Friday, the 4th of 
March, at Fishmongers’ Hall, a beautiful and capa- 
cious structure near London Tridpas The Secretary 
of the American Bible Society was called upon to 
make the first address, and because I was an Ameri- ' 
can, even before I arose to speak, they gave a greet-— 
ing of hand-clapping and cheers which was significant

was filled, the galleries as well as the body of the 
building.

Something of its simplicity as well as grandeur may ~ 


be inferred from the fact that the first hymn sung was, 
‘Thou by Whose Almighty Word.’ After an able 
and earnest sermon by the Archbishop of Canterbury 
from the text, “ And God said, let there be light: and 
there was light; and God saw the light, that it was 
good,” the hymn, “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name,” was sung. Then followed the benediction, 
and the great congregation gradually dispersed, as- 
assured that they had shared in a memorable and = 
historic act of worship. 

On Monday evening Albert Hall was again crowded 
in celebration of the great event. There were many 
distinguished lords and ladies,jand untitled men and 
women, not only from London, but from distant parts

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of England. The Marquis of Northampton presided 
with a cheerful dignity, A well-trained and reverent 
choir of fifteen hundred voices led in the service of 
rejoicing. They did not neglect the simpler hymns 
of praise, but for the most part the grand organ led 
them in sublime and lofty bursts of song. 

Three notable addresses were delivered on this 
occasion by three distinguished men—the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Sir George Smith, of Truro, and the 
Rev. Dr. Watson (Ian Maclaren), of Liverpool. The 
audience was responsive and often cheered the utter- 
ances of the speakers as they reviewed the wonderful 
historyjof the British and Foreign Bible Society, and 
spoke prophetically of the days to come. The author 
of “The Bonnie Brier Bush ” was received with hearty 
enthusiasm. His address well merited the welcome 
he had received. 

Perhaps because I was an American the gathering of 
Tuesday evening seemed above all others in interest— 
indeed, the very crown of the celebration. It was held 
inJQueen’s Hall, down in the heart of the city, where 
our honored and gifted Ambassador, Mr. Choate, was 
the first speaker. He told me that he should occupy 
fifteen minutes, but so warmly did the audience greet 
him that he spoke for nearly thirty minutes, uttering 
grand. sentiments! with a glow that was inspiring. 
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Among other things he said: “It is the grand destiny 
of England and America to carry the Bible to the 
earth’s remotest oounds.” When he closed the audi- 
ence sprang to its feet, and many to the chairs upon 
which they had been sitting, and waved their hand- 
kerchiefs in honor of the noble address of our Am- 
bassador. After Mr. Choate had retired from the 
platform, delegates from many countries were one 
after another introduced: from Germany, Russia, 
Holland, Denmark, Switzerland, France, Sweden, 
Norway, Finland, Italy, and Canada, most of them 
bearing in their hands a beautiful and appropriate 
gift of greetings and congratulations from the so- 
cieties which they represented. The ability of the 
gifted Marquis of Northampton was severely tested 
as he rose to respond to each of these messengers 
from other lands, but most happily did he meet the 
demands of the occasion. 

On the next day, Wednesday, a gathering of the 
Bible Society Agents and of missionaries from far- 
away lands occurred. The speakers were all heroes, 
who had come up to this “‘high feast” fresh from the 
toils, and struggles, and victories in other lands. It 
was good to look upon and to hear the voice of these 
witnessing soldiers who had been distributers of God’s 
Word among the dark nations.

I came, too, with an earnest desire 
that the day may soon dawn when all churches and 
denominations throughout this land may come to 
understand and recognize what an important work the 
American Bible Society is carrying forward in sustain- 
ing the Christian demominations of America in their 
home and foreign missionary work. As Dr. Jessup has 
said, “ The Bible Society is the plowshare of missions.”

BIBLE DISTRIBUTION IN CHINA. 

HE Rev. John R. Hykes, D.D., the Agent of 

the Society for China, has been for thirty 

years an honored missionary of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in the empire, the last ten of it 
spent in his present position. He is widely known 
by missionaries, travelers, and public men, both 
Chinese and foreign, for he is a master of the 
Chinese language, and in many ways has expert 
knowledge of Chinese affairs and the great problems 
which‘confront our Christian civilization there. His 
words on “ Bible Distribution ’’ come, therefore, with 
special force. 

The wide distribution of the Scriptures has always 
been one of the features of Bible work in China; and 
it has not been one of the least potent factors which 
have been working for her betterment and up-lift. 


When the throes through which this greatest and old- ~ 


est of all the pagan nations is passing produce a new 
and reformed China, it will be found that there, as 
everywhere, the Bible has been a potent factor in her 
reformation and civilization. What the newest civil- 
ization in the West owes to the Book of books in the 
_eleemosynary and educational institutions, which in 
the Orient are so conspicuous by their absence, will 
‘some time be fully accredited to the same source by 
the oldest civilization in the East. 

: In early days the work of Bible distribution was 
exclusively done by the missionaries, and they have 
‘never wavered in their faith in it as an indispensable 
art in their work. When their operations were 
estricted to Canton and its immediate vicinity, they 
egularly visited the hamlets and villages for the 
purpose of circulating the Scriptures. At that time 
the missionary had to give the Book away, and. he 
as happy if, during an afternoon, he could find half 
a dozen people willing to accept. I have seen in the 
records of one of the oldest American missions cov- 
‘ering this period, a report from one of its members 
of an itinerating tour which he had taken in which it 
was stated as a matter for devout thankfulness to 
God that he had been able to give away more than 
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wenty portions of Scriptures during a week! One _ 


of the most interesting, and, as it was regarded at 
the time, important missionary journeys was the re- 
markable voyage of Dr. Gutzlaff along the coast from 
Canton to Shantung for the purpose of distributing 
tracts and portions of Scripture. 

The treaties of 1842, which made “open ports” of 
Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, and Canton, opened up a 
wide field for missionary operations and resulted in 
a corresponding extension of this great work. So, 
after the treaties of 1860 had opened a number of 
other ports to trade and residence, the missionary 
always carried a supply of Gospels with him on his 
preaching tours, and they were exposed for sa/e in 
front of many of the chapels and “ preaching halls.” 
At this period a change took place in the policy of the 
Bible societies. It was found that in China, as else- 
where, a man prizes what has cost him something, and 
just in proportion to the personal sacrifice which it has 
cost him to*obtain it. The giving away of Scriptures 
was discouraged and gradually almost discontinued. 
They were sold at a nominal price, which did not 
place"them beyond the reach of the poor, and this 
policy has been found to be eminently satisfactory. 

Immediately upon the opening of a new station the 
missionary selected a district for his operations, and, 
in imitation of the early Methodists in this country, 
became “ Circuit Riders.” They sold Scriptures far 
and wide overthe country accessible to them, and the 
Bible societies owe much to these early missionaries 
for their gratuitous circulation of the Bible. On the 
other hand they are equally indebted to the Bible 
societies for supplying them freely and at a fraction 
of the cost with the Book which is the foundation 
upon which the whole superstructure they were 
erecting must rest. The Bible societies also bore the 
whole expense of distribution. ; 

As the work of the missionaries, assumed a more 
settled character, they could not devote the same 
amount of time to Scripture distribution, and it 
entered upon a new phase. In 1875 the American 
Bible Society appointed the late Dr. Gulick Agent 
for China, and the present organization of the work ~ 
is due to his superior executive ability. 

At the present time two agencies are employed in 
distribution—correspondents and colporteurs. “Cor- 
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respondents’ are missionary friends who prefer to 
have this important work under their own direction 
in their respective fields. They use their. preachers 
and chapel keepers wherever practicable; and many 
of them direct one or more native colporteurs, whose 
salary and expenses are paid by the Bible Society. 
The superintendence of the men is usually very efficient 
and satisfactory. During the year 1902 no less than 
71,516 copies were sold through their agency alone. 
The Society has a staff of four foreign (American and 
British) superintendents, each with a staff of native 
colporteurs under him. There were six superintend- 
ents in 1902, and there should be six now, and would 
be if the funds of the Society were sufficient. Their 
men are being looked after temporarily by mission- 
ary friends. Mr. Gammon is in charge of the work 
in North China, Mr. Alf in the Kwangtung and 
Kwangsi provinces, and Mr. Laughton and Mr. Neave 
in the great district of West China. 

We have more than one hundred native colporteurs 
under their direction; and during the year 1902 (the 
last for which the statistics are obtainable) they sold 
283,740 volumes. The distribution for this year was 
424,614, Or 47,763 copies less than in the “record 
year”—1899. Wealso have a depository at Shanghai, 
and bookstores in Tientsin, Peking, Nanking, Chang- 
sha, Chungking, Chengtu, and other important cen- 
ters. This branch of our work could be indefinitely 
and wisely extended did the funds permit. It is.one 
which will demand the serious consideration of the 
Society in the near future. 

The total circulation of Scriptures by the American 
Bible Society in China hasbeen over8,000,000 copies, of 
which number more than 60,000 were complete Bibles 
and 400,000 New Testaments. The circulation at the 
present time could be more than doubled if we had 
means at all proportionate to the magnitude and im- 
portance of this work. There has been a gradual and 
healthy increase during the past decade, but which 
was necessarily restricted, as we had to “‘ cut our coat 
according to the cloth,” and the pattern was as ample 
as the wise managers of the Society in New York 
dared allow. In 1893 the distribution amounted to 
192,215 copies; the next year it increased to 305,715, 


and there has been a gradual advance each year . 


since, with the exception of the years following the 
“Boxer” uprising. And it is suggestive that we 
have, in spite of all the obstacles we have had to con- 
tend with, been able to report an increase in 1902 of 
143,234 over the previous year. During the time in 
which our Society has had no option but to limit its 
work in China, the British and Foreign Bible Society 
has come up to and outstripped us. Last year their cir- 
culation will probably not fall short of a million cop- 
ies. We rejoice that they have been able to do this, 
_ but it touches what may properly be cailed our com- 
mendable pride, that the American Bible Society has 
not been able to keep the lead which it had in 1894,

It is a matter of vital moment to China, as she enters 
upon this crucial epoch in her history, as to whether 
she has the influence of the Bible to mold the thought 
and sentiment of her people. There are men high in 
authority in that empire who reeognize the fact that 
the Bible is a force which has to be reckoned with in 
directing her future destiny. Just before the “Boxer” 
troubles of 1900, a high official, whose name is for 
obvious reasons withheld, got some of the brightest 
scholars in his province together to “‘ translate ”(?) the 
Bible, as he said, or to put it in a dress which he 
thought would make it more acceptable to the “¢erati 
of the empire. 

It would be interesting to know just how much the 
young emperor was influenced in formulating his 
wonderful reform edicts of 1898 by his study of a copy 
of the Bible which he had a eunuch purchase for him 
at our bookstore in Peking, and the 129 volumes of 
Christian and other Western'‘literature which he after- 
ward purchased through our representative in Peking, 
Dr. Gatrell. 

Considering our proportion of missionaries, the 
American Bible Society is not doing its full share 
in giving the Bible to the Chinese. We ought to 
do more. We are able to do more. This great 
nation owes so much to the Bible that it cannot 
afford to withold it from a people with whom we 
are bound to come into closer and closer relations. 
The Eastern question more deeply and intimately 
concerns us than we perhaps at the moment re- 
alize. It is in the Orient that the United States 
must look for a market in the near future. The con- 
struction of the Panama "Canal will bring the east- 
ern seaboard in close touch, commercially, with the 
millions of China, and the question as to whether the 
United States shall control the trade with eastern 
Asia will press for a settlement. The conflict which 
is now going on concerns the United States just 
as much as it does Japan or Russia. We may be 
entering upon the inevitable conflict which is to 
be fought out in China, and over China, as to 
whether the Slav or the Anglo-Saxon shall dominate 
eastern Asia. There cannot be any doubt as to which 
it ought to be. The Anglo-Saxon race stands to-day . 
for the highest type of civilization, the purest form of j 
Christianity which the world has ever seen. : 

It is a pertinent question which confronts us. — 
There is a “yellow peril,” but the teachings of the | 
greatest of all books can and will take the danger out — 
of it. Shall the Chinese have it ? 


THE PRESBYTERIAN MISSION IN SYRIA. 
AND THE BIBLE SOCIETY. ‘i 

R. E.G, FREYER, Superintendent of the Amer- |

It was with pleasure that I read the ‘‘ National — 
Appeal ”’ on behalf of the Bible Society’s funds. Not 
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because the Society finds itself in a position where 
such an appeal has become imperative, but because 
it shows that there are men high in public life who 
are not alone willing to use their personal influence 
to arouse the American people to their duty in this 
matter, but also to place themselves on record as 
having faith in the printed Word. 

What the Bible has done for our own beloved land 
we know, and bespeak for other nations similar bles- 
sings. To this end I trust the Bible Society will take 
the Lord at his full promise and ask largely, in order 
that in years to come there may be larger Bible dis- 
tribution than ever before under the auspices of the 
American Bible Society. 

To us in Syria the financial success of the appeal 
will be of vital importance. Could our church mem- 
bers and others interested in Bible Society work fully 
realize how very wide open is the door for effective 
Bible distribution, I feel sure,special effort would be 
made to raise funds sufficient to carry on and extend 
this great work. The greater part of all Scriptures 
intended for the Arabic-speaking people of the world, 
numbering some two hundred million souls, are 
printed for account of the American Bible Society at 
the Beirut Mission Press, one of the departments of 
mission work carried on in Syria by*the Board of 
Foreign Missions of the Presbyterian Church. 

On several occasions during the past few months 
word has been received that because of the Bible 
Society’s financial prospects for the coming year, we 
would better “ go slow.” AJl in touch with the work 
at the Bible House can realize what such instructions 
must mean at this time when, as never before, we are 
besieged with orders for Scriptures to such an extent 
that we find ourselves scarcely able to meet the 
demand. It may be of interest to the readers of the 
Record to know that on March 7th and March 
8th alone, two single orders for Scriptures to be for- 

warded to Egypt with as little delay as possible 
amounted to no less than 28,900 copies. On every 
hand we have evidences that the Lord is blessing his 
work, and particularly the distribution of the printed 
_ Word. 

The output in actual distribution for 1903 exceeded 
that of 1902 by 23,536 copies, and the printing by 
_ 3,397,000 pages, while the record for 1904 promises to 
be the largest in the history of the press. At present 
_ there are being put through the press 15,000 Bibles, 
14,000 Testaments, and 69,000 Portions, a total of 
98,000 copies of Scriptures. Very few of these will 
go into stock when printed, but will at once be for- 
warded to fill orders, as many of our editions are 
entirely sold out. When one considers the fact that 

uring a period of thirty-two years ending December 
31, 1903, there have been issued from the press at 


Society 105,808 Bibles, 144,118 Testaments, and 
98,691 Portions, or a total of 848,617 copies of Scrip- 
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tures, in Arabic_alone, one can form some idea of the 
vastness of the work accomplished by the Bible So- 
ciety during that period. And again, though the work 
steadily increases and every year finds the record 
of the previous year exceeded by millions of pages, 
how comparatively little has been done. How very 
many of the millions who speak Arabic are still to be 
reached in their homes in the crowded cities or on 
the desert sands! For these the Bible must be 
printed, and we have faith,to believe it will yet be to 
them the priceless treasure that it is to so ,many 
hearts and homes in our own beloved land. 

The people of America have a trust to administer 
no less important than that of the British public, 
which has so nobly seconded the efforts of the great 
British and Foreign Bible Society, enabling it to dis- 
tribute in one hundred years no less than one hun- 
dred and eighty million copies of the Scriptures. No 
one Society can supply the needs of every field, or 
guarantee the translation and printing of God’s word 
in all languages; but a large share of this work had 
providentially fallen to the American Society, and it is 
permitted to almost control the publication of all 
Arabic Scriptures. So important and far-reaching is 
the blessed work of the American Bible Society that 
it should have nothing less than the believing prayer 
and the hearty financial support of every. patriotic 
American.

A PICTURE FROM ITALY. | 
HE following extracts from the report of Col- 
porteur Schiro in the Province of Abruzzi, Italy, 
for the year 1903 give an impression of Italian 
travel quite beyond the ken of the ordinary tourist: 
Being at the end of the year (one year nearer the 


coming of the best day for believers—the day of the 


coming of Christ) I feel it my duty to make my 
general report on the work confided to me, venturing 
some observations that the experience of nearly 
three years has suggested to me. 

On July x1, 1901, I was granted a furlough from the 
National Finance Guards, where I was an under- 
officer (that is, non-commissioned) and with strong 
confidence in those words, ‘“‘ The Lord is my shep- 
herd,” I went from place to place selling evangelical 
books and the Bible in the provinces of Lecce and 
Bari. On these trips I was convinced that all things 
work together for good, because, notwithstanding all 
the sufferings, I was able to appreciate the sad but 
comforting mission* of colporteurs. In fact, what 
better occasion of trial could be given. me by the 
Lord to fortify me in the faith of Christ? No hope of 
stipend urged me to that work, but faith only gave

me peace and courage, when on August 12, 1gor, the 
captain of the carbineers charged me with violation 
of law for having held a meeting without permission 
of the city authorities; when on the 14th of the 
same month over a thousand fanatics at Melegnano 
sought my life, and I was obliged to hide myself 
under an olive tree all the night, after having been 
the object of attack from nine in the evening to half- 
past two in the morning—when my best friends for- 
sook me ; when my family absolutely refused to hear 
more of me; when hunger, cold, fever and the perse- 
cutions of the Bishop of Zetonto assailed me; when 
the temptations of good employment were offered 
me if | would abjure my faith or at least keep silent, 
and at a time when I had great need of employment. 
No, faith ov/y conquered, and amidst it all I could say 
nothing else but that God is with me. 

Before undertaking my trips I have lifted my eyes 
to heaven and have prayed for guidance before laying 
my plans for selling books; then I have decided to 
establish this method : (1) To go to the towns with- 
out books for the purpose of studying what are the 
moral, social, and religious conditions of the inhabi- 
tants, seeking to stir up their consciences in order to 
avoid giving holy things to dogs. (2) To speak of 
religious things, so that an interest may be awakened 
for the hearing of the gospel. (3) To cite several 
passages of Scripture in order to stir up the hearers 
to ask for the Bible rather than to offer it'to them. 
(4) To give books such as the New Testament, the 
Bible, or the Gospels, gratuitously, with the condition 
that they return them to some one whom I know, 
leaving him to read them to others and to explain. 
For “ How wilt thou know if no man teach thee?’”’ 
This acts as a stimulus to the selling of the Scriptures. 
Without this method it is useless to attempt anything, 
for the people will more readily accept the word of 
one of their own fellow citizens than that of a stranger. 
(5) To then carry books into these towns, explaining 
the doctrines of the Bible, and giving books to those 
who ask for them, visiting often these towns to see 
what has been accomplished by the reading of these 
books among those who cannot read as well as among 
those who are educated; and to prevent the books 
from being burned by the priests | require their resti- 
tution from those who I fear are not ready to accept 
the gospel. Then all who receive or pay for the 
books do not become evangelicals? No; but many, 
though they do not know exactly what they are 
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buying, keep the books, and there comesa time when 
they will read them. 

As I have said, my experience has taught me that 
this is the best method, and the fruit gathered in this 
way has been the most satisfactory. The following 
anecdotes will illustrate some of the good accom- 
plished. 

(1) Civitella. Some hearing the gospel asked for 
some New Testaments, etc. These were read, but 
immediately opposition began. One farm laborer 
said to the parish priest : “ You do not wish us to read 
Protestant books, not for religious reasons, but for 
your own interest.

/ America negro as the agent of God in the evangeliza- 
ition of Africa. 

Among other things, he tells a wonderful story 
cof an African prince who was brought on a slave 
sship to Charleston harbor seventy-five years ago 
gand sold to a South Carolina planter, who treated 
{him harshly. Escaping from his master, he wandered 
into North Carolina where, ill with fever and unable 
tto speak English, he was arrested as a runaway slave

and put in the county jail ot Cumberland County. 
ee was at once attracted to him, as he was 
anifestly of a different breed from the average negro 
laves. He filled the walls of his cell with curious 
aracters which no one in the neighborhood could 
ie and among the many visitors who came to the 
il was Gen. James Owen, the brother of the Gover- 
or of the State. Falling at his feet and clasping’ his 
nees, the prisoner besought him with affectionate 
treaties for protection and assistance. | 
His story gradually came to be known, yn his 
act racial connection seems more difficult to deter- 
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mine. His name in his native tongue was Omoro, 
and he seems to have been the son of a king or chief 
ofan African tribe. He had for some reason left his 
tribe and was captured along the Guinea coast and 
sold into slavery. Gen. Owen purchased him from 
his owner in South Carolina and treated him with 
great kindness, making him a pensioner and friend 
of his family rather than a slave. He was about 
forty years of age and a Mohammedan when he came 
to America, but became a most devout member of 
the Presbyterian Church and lived with a copy of the 
Arabic Bible constantly in his lap or by his side. He 
was extremely dignified and courteous in his inter- 
course with others and made few acquaintances, 
gradually becoming known as “‘ Uncle Moro ”’ in Wil- 
mington, 

Dr. Foard on one occasion was present at a social 
gathering held in the house of Gen. Owen’s daughter 
when Uncle Moro was present. She handed him a 
family Bible and asked him to read a lesson in his 
mother tongue. He announced the 23d Psalm and 
read it, and afterward, at Dr. Foard’s request, wrote it 
out as above. During a meeting of the Methodist 
Conference at which Dr. Foard was a layman, Dr. 
Charles F. Deens preached on the 23d Psalm and told 
the audience that he would follow in his sermon an 
outline which had been suggested to him by Uncle 
Moro on his way to church. 

It is now many years since he has passed away, but 
his memory still lingers in the land which was so 
strangely made his own. What a strange, eventful 
history his is! As we look into the picture which Dr. 
Foard has kindly allowed us to reproduce, we seem 
to see in the heavy lines of the face and its wistiul 
look some reflections of what he had passed through. 

Certainly such a story ought to move us to a deeper 
interest in the African in America and in Africa. 
Whatever solution may be found fox the problems by 
which we are beset, of one thing we may be Stas 
key to the problem is the Bible. 

It is probable that Uncle Moro belonged to an 
Arabized tribe which had its first source in Morocco | 
and seems to have come from the region around 
Timbuctoo. Reclus, in his great treatise, speaks of a 
tribe in that region known as the Melle, or Malai, who 
were said to have been composed of Arabs from 
Morocco, and it is certainly possible that Omoro, or 
“ Uncle,Moro,” had some such lineage. _ 

The Arabic Bible has a great destiny yet to work 
out in Africa,and the English Bible, also, both in 
America and in Africa. We trust that the story of 
Uncle Moro will stimulate interest\in the “negro 
problem,” as it is called. He is not the only instance 
ofa man of superior character and capacity being 
deported to this country, and this story may well 
move those who read it to renewed zeal in Ae 
evangelization. 
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HE Rev. A. E. Colton, Field Agent for the 
New England States, sends us the following : 
An exceedingly interesting card comes from 
Brother Olmstead, Palmer, where I spoke on Sunday. 
1 asked him about a Turkish-looking fellow in his 
audience. He writes: ‘The former priest of the 
cathedral in Aleppo, Syria, whom you noted in the 
Sunday school, said, just after you went out, that he 
owed many dollars to this Society [American Bible 
Society] for books he had destroyed, and that I must 
tell you to pray for him to be rich that he may pay 
back the money.” 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Managers 

of the American Bible Society was held at the 

Bible House Thursday, April 7, 1904, Theo- 
philus A. Brouwer, Esq., Vice-President of the So- 
ciety, in the chair. 

The Rev. Dr. Fox read a part of the sixtieth chap- 
ter of Isaiah, and the Rev. John R. Hykes, D.D., the 
Society’s Agent in China, offered prayer. 

The Board adopted a recommendation to the an- 
nual meeting of the Society to so amend the first 
article of its Constitution as to permit the publication 
of the Kevised Version of the English Bible, as well 
as the King James Version, to which the Society is 
now by iis ‘Constitution bound. 

The Secretaries were directed to communicate 
with the Presbyterian Board of Publication and 
Sabbath School Work, expressing the cordial 
thanks of the Board of Managers to the Board of 
Publication for their resolution of friendly sympathy 
with regard to the financial needs of the Society. 

_ In view of the necessity of retrenchment and the 
peculiar conditions now prevailing in Venezuela and 
“Colombia, it was resolved that the Society’s Agent, 
the kev. Mr. Norwood, be notified that these two 
countries will be discontinued as a separate Agency, 
and the Secretaries were advised to endeavor to 
arrange some plan by which work might still be car- 
ried on in these countries, so far as it is possible, in 
connection with some of our Agencies, 

In order to carry out the provision of the new ar- 
rangement between the Bible Societies in Japan, the 
‘Board appointed, on the recommendation of the Com- 

‘mittee on Agencies, the tollowing persons : 

_ Bishop W. A. Awdry, D.D.; the Rev. B. Chappell ; 
the Rev. W. P. Buncombe; and as the American 
representatives, the Rev. D. C. Greene, D.D.; the 
Rev. J. Soper, D.D., Prof. W. M. Wyckoff, and the 
Kt. Rev. ). McKim. , 
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Grants of books were made in the domestic field 
to the number of fifty-five, including a grant of 
$1,000 to the American Sunday School Union. 

Partial appropriations were made to the Foreign 
Agencies of the Society as follows : 

To the Mexican Agency, $3,500; to the La Plata 
Agency, $2,500; to the Central American Agency, 
$950; to the Venezuela Agency, $100; to the Cuban 
Agency, $750 ; to the Puerto Rican Agency, $500; to 
the Brazil Agency, $2,700. 

It was understood that these appropriations were 
to carry forward the work now on foot and with the 
expectation that larger ones should be made later. 

The Secretaries reported the following consign- 
ments to Foreign Agencies during the month of 
March under previous appropriations : 

To the Brazil Agency, 11,987 volumes, value 
$905.63; to the Levant Agency, 300 volumes, value 
$106.03 ; to the La Plata Agency, 4, 541 volumes, value 
$812.28; to the Puerto Rico Agency, 587 volumes, 
value $248.43 ; to the Mexico Agency, 552 volumes, 
value $132.36. Total value, $2,204.73. 

‘The issues from the Bible House during the month 
of March were 92,661 volumes.
